Typhoon No. 21 (Helen) 
churned up the Pacific coast of 
northern Japan at a fast 40-mph 
clip late yesterday evening and 
passed into the Okhotsk Sea 
early this morning after graz- 
ing the eastern part of Hok- 
kaido, 


The typhoon shot out into the 
ocean at around noon yesterday 
through the Kashima Channel 
of Ibaraki Prefe cture after 
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Typhoon-caused casualties 
and damage based on reports 
received by the Police Agency 
as of 10 p.m. yesterday were: 

Dead, 24; missing, 42; injur- 
ed, 108; houses destroyed, dam- 
aged or flooded, 40,8349; farm- 
iand and rice paddies flooded, 
42,460 acres; bridges washed 


away, 437; roads destroyed, 
584; ships, 27 lost and 170 
damaged. 


punching Tokyo and the coast- 
line of southern Kanto with 50- 
mile-plus winds. 

Helen left 24 persons dead and 
42 missing in its wake after land- 
ing on the southern tip of Izu 
Peninsula early yesterday, ac- 
cording to reports received by 
the Police Agency as of 6 p.m. 
yesterday. 

Damage caused to the Nation- 
al Railway facilities was 
heavier than had been expect- 
ed. 

Train services were disrupted 
at 66 places on JNR’s 30 lines 
throughout Japan. Services at 
46 places on 18 lines were re- 
stored to normal as of last 
night. 

The Construction Ministry es- 
timated yesterday that the dam- 
age caused to public works by 
Typhoon No. 21 at about ¥1,500 
million. 

According to reports reaching 
the ministry as of 7 p.m., Fuku- 
shima Prefecture topped the list 
of damage with ¥248 million, 
followed by Gumma Prefecture, 
¥iS8S6 million, Nilgata Prefecture 
¥147 million, Shizuoka Prefec- 
ture ¥95 million, Gifu Prefec- 
ture ¥50 million, Chiba Prefec- 
ture ¥43 million, Yamanashi 
Prefecture ¥39 million and To- 
kyo ¥25 million, totaling about 
¥SO0O million. 

The figures of Fukushima, 
Niigata and Yamanashi prefec- 
tures are expected to increase 
further. 

The Meteorological Agency 
reported at 6 p.m. vesterday 
that Helen was growing again 
aS it shot up in a north-north- 
easterly direction off the north- 
ern Japan coast at 40 miles per 
hour. 

At that time, the typhoon 
earried 90 mph center winds, 
while 55 mph gusts were rag- 
ing within a radius of 140 miles

May Resume 
Tests, Soviet 
Radio Says 


LONDON (AP)—The Soviet 
Union Thursday broadcast a 
threat to end its five-month sus- 
pension of nuclear weapon 
tests unless the Western na- 
tions quickly followed its exam- 
ple. 

“What is very important to 
emphasize is that the Soviet 
Union cannot remain indiffer- 
ent very long to the continuing 
nuclear tests carried out by the 
Western powers,” Moscow Ra- 
dio said. “There is a limit to 
our patience. 


“If Britain and the U.S.A. 
continue to perfect nuclear 
weapons by means of test ex- 
plosions, the Soviet Union also 
will probably be forced in 
the final analysis to resume 
tests. } 

“The Western powers are 


simply forcing the Soviet Union 
to take back its word.” 

The Soviet Union pledged 
March 31 to suspend hydrogen 
and atomic weapon tests “and 
no one has yet been able to ac- 
cuse the Soviet Union of not 
keeping its word,” the English 
language broadcast said.

TAIPEI (AP)—Chinese Na- 
tionalist Sabre jets fought a 
battle with Communist Chinese 
MiGs and attacked Red torpedo 
boats Thursday in the Quemoy 
area, the Nationalist Defense 
Ministry announced. 

A spokesman said he could 
not confirm a report that three 
MiGs were shot down, An offi- 
cial of the American command 


on Taiwan said “Some MIGs 
were shot down. We don't 
know how many.” 

The Government-owned Cen- 


tral Daily News said five MIG 
17s were shot down, 


The Nationalist spokesman 
said the air battle took place as 
a Nationalist convoy was re- 
turning to base from delivering 
supplies to besieged Quemoy. 

Sabre jets swooped down on 
four Communist torpedo boats 
which were attacking the ship 


convoy, and possibly one 
torpedo boat was sunk. 
(UPI, however, reported that 


three Communist torpedo boats 
were sunk. It added that a 
fourth torpedo boat was severe- 
ly damaged.) 


The last encounter with 
MIGs took place Sept. 8, when 
the Nationalists claimed their 
jet fighters shot down seven 
Red planes and damaged two 
more near the mainiand seaport 
of Swatow. 

Meanwhile, Nationalist hopes 
increased that the Communist 
blockade of the Quemoy Is- 
lands, already cracked a little, 
might be split wide open be- 
fore long.

UNITED NATIONS, 
N.Y. (UPI) — Japanese 
Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama Thursday ruled 
out the use of force in the 
Taiwan Strait. 


He called upon the United 
Nations to give the United 
States and Communist China a 
chance to settle the Quemoy 
crisis in their Warsaw talks. 

Fujiyama, in his. policy 
speech to the General Assem 
bly, said that Japan, because of 
its nearness to China, had 
“grave apprehension. and con- 
cern” over the situation. 


“The parties immediately con- 
cerned may stand on different 
positions and have different 
views on the issues involved, 
but this is natural in the light 
af the historical background of 
these issues,” he said. 


“However, quite apart from 
whether these views are justi- 
fied or not, we should not un- 
der any circumstances condone 
the use of force as a means of 
settlement, for appeal to arms 
poses every danger of provok- 
ing a major world conflict.” 

Fujiyama said he welcomed 
the Warsaw talks, adding that 
“It is Japan’s hope and expec- 
tation that both parties will_re- 
frain from the use of force and 
seek a reasonable settlement 
such as would ensure future 
stability and peace in the area.’’ 


The United Nations, he sug- 
ed, should not take up the

U.N. members 
should “exercise care and re- 
straim,” he added 

Fufiyama devoted a big part 
of his speech to the disarma- 
ment problems. 

Recalling that Japan tried un- 
successfully at the last Assem- 
bly session to put through a re- 
solution calling for suspension 
of nuclear weapon tests, he 
said Japan was gratified that 
Russia, the United States and 
Britain had since agreed to a 
suspension. 

“I wish to reiterate the un- 
changing views of the Japanese 
Government that an early 
agreement on the suspension of 
nuclear tests should be reached 
In advance of other disarma- 
ment measures,” he said. 

“My Government hopes very 
earnestly that with such an 
agreement as a basis, the ulti- 
mate objective of permanent 
suspension of nuclear tests wil 
be attained.”

In connection with the ten- 
sion in the Taiwan Strait, the 
Russians accuse Japan of taking 
part in the “aggressive acts” of 
the United States. 

Quoting a news item report- 
ing the dispatch of Japan-based 
U.S. marines to Taiwan in order 
to reinforce the 7th Fleet on 
stamd-by In neighboring waters, 
the Soviet memorandum said, if 
this was a fact, Japan was vir- 
tually helping the U.S. in its 
“aggressive action.” 

I do not believe that this new 
Soviet strategy is an effective 


one. In May the Russians ob- 
viously irritated the national 
sentiment of the Japanese and 
contrary to expectations, help- 
ed the Liberal-Democratic Party 
in the elections. 

It should be noted, however, 
that the Soviet Union makes all 
efforts to avail itself of every 
opportunity to drive a wedge be- 
tween the Japanese Government 
and people. 

In launching the latest psyvy- 
chological war, Moscow has 
taken advantage of three recent 
incidents which have drawn 
anew the attention of the Japa- 
nese people to the problem of 
U.S. .military bases in Japan. 

The three happenings are 


>| firstly, the accidental killing of 


a Japanese national by U.S. Air- 
man 3.C. Peter E. Longpfe sta- 
tioned at Johnson Air Base: 
secondly, the decision on the 
basic policy for amending the 
Japan-U.S, Security Pact as a re- 
sult of Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama’s talks with U.S. See- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles; and thirdly, the tension 
in the Taiwan Strait. 

Government, authorities seem 
to be fully cautious about the 
old-fashioned Communist infiltra- 
tion tactics, which were employ- 
ed in the days of Josef Stalin, 
but in the face of Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev’s open psy- 
chological tactics, they have no 
choice but to leave the judg- 
ment to the people’s discretion 
and knowledge of international 
affairs. 

In this connection, I think

Dulles’ Address 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-Reuter)—Following is 
the text of the address to the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly by U.S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, 


Mr. President: 


The United Nations, now in 
its 13th year, continues to work 
constructively for peace and 
order. 


It has promoted the peaceful 
adjustment of sharp political 
differences. It has advanced the 
independence or  self-govern- 
ment of peoples ready for such 
responsibilities. It has stimu- 
lated economic , development 
and human betterment. 

But much remains to be done 
to reinforce peace and to hasten 
the progress that can be achiev- 
ed. 


I shall speak first of the prob- 
lem of peace, and then of the 
opportunities for progress. 

THE FAR EAST—Let me first 
turn to the situation in the Tai- 
wan Strait area. 

On Aug. 23, the Chinese Com- 
munists suddenly launched a 


heavy bombardment of the 
Quemoy Islands. The artillery 
was largely supplied by the 


Soviet Union. Hundreds of 
thousands of shells rained down 
on those islands during the en- 
suing weeks, bringing death 
and destruction. 


This cannonading was accom- 
panied by attempted naval in- 
terdiction of the islands and by 
calls to the defenders of the is- 
land to surrender or be elimi- 
nated, 

There are, I know, in this 
situtation many complicating 
factors; ‘But there are two in- 
disputable and decisive facts. 
These are: 

1. The Chinese Communist 
regime has never during its 
nine years of existence exercis- 
ed authority over Taiwan, the 


Beam, Wang 
Meet Again; 
Peiping Ired 


WARSAW = (UPI)—Ambassa- 
dors of the United States and 
Red China spent nearly two 
hours behind closed doors here 
Thursday, bargaining hard for 
peace in the Far East. They 
will meet again Sunday. 

Jacob Beam and Wang Ping- 
Man entered the conference 
room at Mysliewiecki Palace 
punctually at 10 a.m. (5 pm. 
JST). The meeting broke up 
at 11:55 a.m. 

Beam told newsmen the next 
session Will be et 10 a.m, Sun- 
day. 

“IT have nothing further to 
say,” he added, just before step- 
ping into his car. Wang was 
equally uninformative. 

Genuine secrecy cloaked the 
progress of the talks, and the 
best newsmen waiting outside 
the white-and-gilt doors of the 
conference room could hope for 
was a revealing intonation in 
the noncommital comments 
made by the two men on ar- 
rival and departure, 

Both sides have made it 
clear that any decisions result- 
ing from the talks here will De 
made — and announced — in 
Washington and Peiping. 

The negotiators are doing 
their best to avoid even casual 
contact with the press for fear 
that any passing remark might 
be misinterpreted. 


No Ceasefire: Peiping 
By The Associated Press 

Red China rejected yesterday 
any idea of an immediate cease- 
fire in the Taiwan Strait. 

The Peiping regime labelled 
the idea an American plot to 
save the Nationalist-held off- 
shore islands from capture by 
Red troops and to force “tacit 
recognition of the US, occupa- 
tion of Taiwan 

An article in the People’s 
Daily, mouthpiece of the Red 
regime, repeated Communist de- 
termination to “liberate” Taiwan 
and the offshore islands, but 
added: ~ 

“As to when and what form 
this wlil take is entirely the 
affair of the Chinese people, It 
may take the form of force or 
the form of peace. In the ab- 
sence of U.S. armed interfer- 
ence, the peaceful liberation of 
Taiwan is entirely possible.” 

The article, broadcast by 
Peiping Radio, warned that un- 
less the United States halts its 
“inflammatory activities” the 
Taiwan situation may “at any 
moment explode into a war be- 
tween the United States and 
China ees” :

2. The Chinese Communist 
regime is now attempting to ex- 
tend its authority to these areas 
by the use of naked force. 

The issue is thus a simple 
one: armed conquest. 

In 1950, the United Nations 
met that issue squarely. By 
overwhelming vote it found that 
the attack of North Korea to 
“unify” Korea was armed ag- 
gression. It condemned the Chi- 
nese Communist regime as an 
aggressor because of its part in 
that armed attack. 

I do not ignore the argument 
that today’s Chinese Communist 
attack is a civil war operation. 
Mr. Vishinsky made a parallel 
argument in 1950. 

He told us that the war in 
Korea was purely a “civil war” 
and that outsiders who inter- 
vened were “aggressors.” The 
United Nations overwhelmingly 
rejected that contention. 

Also I do not ignore the fact 
that the offshore islands are 
physically close to mainiand 
China, But we can scarcely ac- 
cept the view that nations are 
entitled to seize territory by 
force just because it is near at 
hand. 

The fact is that when one 
regime attempts by force to 
take additional territory which 
has long been under the auth- 
ority of another Government, 
recognized as such by a respect- 
able part of the world commu- 
nity, that is a use of force which 
endangers world order. 

The United States considers 
that Chinese Communist armed 
aggression poses a grave threat, 
with ominous implications, 

We hope that a peaceful solu- 
tion can be found. Talks are

ambassadors in Warsaw. We 
seek a prompt ceasefire and 
equitable conditions which will 
eliminate provocations and 
leave for peaceful resolution the 
different claims and counter- 
claims that are involved.

HUNGARY AND GERMANY 
—-The Hungarian tragedy con- 
tinues, 

The whole civilized world is 
shocked by the cruel measures 
of terror and reprisal. The 
grim hangings of former Hun- 
garian Premier Imre Nagy and 
Gen. Maleter were perpetrated 
in shameful secrecy, violated as- 
surances of safe-conduct and no 
reprisals, and defied the resolu- 
tions of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly, 

Such are symptoms of a more 
basic crime—the continued bru- 
tal suppression of the Hun- 
garian people by a puppet re- 
gime imposed by Soviet military 
power. 

The United Nations cannot 
let itself be discouraged be- 
cause its past appeals have been 
ignored. Every Government 
which believes in the principles 
of self-determination, in funda- 
mental human rights or in the 
protection of small nations, has 
a solemn duty to continue to 
make its position unmistakably 
clear. 

The Soviet Government also 
defies all efforts to achieve the 
reunification of Germany in 
freedom. 

Members of the United Na- 
tions which believe in freedom 
and self-determination for Asia 
and Africa should equally sup- 
port it in Eastern Europe.

Dulles made his comment in 
a major policy address before 
the U.N. General Assembly as 
the Si-nation body opened gen- 
eral debate in its 13th regular 
session. 

He expressed hope the talks 
now in progress in Warsaw be- 
tween U.S. and Chinese Com- 
munist ambassadors would end 
the current crisis, but reserved 
the right to bring the problem 
to the U.N. if the talks ap- 
peared headed for failure. 

Dulles charged the Chinese 
Communist regime is now at- 
tempting to extend its authority 
to the offshore islands “by the 
use of naked force.” 

“The issue is thus a. simple 
one: armed conquest.” 

He said the current actions 
of the Peiping Government 
demonstrates again that Com- 
munist China is not “peace- 
loving”—a phrase used in the 
U.N, Charter in defining 
requirements for membership 
ir. the world organization. 

Dulles spoke a few hours be- 


fore the Assembly’s powerful 
Steering Committee was to 
consider whether the U.N. 


should debate the question of 
seating Communist China. 

Referring to the Warsaw 
talks, Dulles said:

S. Korea Agrees 
To Resume Talks 


SEOUL (AP)—The South Ko- 
rean Foreign Ministry vesterday 
decided to resume the long- 
suspended ROK-Japan talks, the 
semi-Government newspaper 
Seoul Shinmun reported. 

The paper said the decision 
was made at a one-hour meeting 
of Foreign Minister Cho Chung 
Whan, Vice Minister Kim Don 
Jo, Ambassador to Japan Kim 
Yu Taik and Minister to Japan 
Yiu Tai Ha. 

The four “agreed in princi- 
ple” to the Japanese proposal to 
discuss the repatriation problem 
at the Legal Status Committee 
of the over-all talks. The talks 
have been suspended — since 
Japan decided to release a 
group of Koreans seeking re- 
patriation to North Korea, 

Ambassador Kim returned 
here Wednesday for consulta- 
tion with the home Govern- 
ment. Kim visited President 
Syngman Rhee Wednesday and 
Thursday. before he met with 
the Foreign Minister and the 
Vice Foreign Minister.

SEATO Defense Advisers 
‘Satisfied’ With Plans 


BANGKOK (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Military advisers of the South- 
east Asia Treaty Organization 
(SEATO) Thursday expressed 
“satisfaction” with the progress 
of defense plans designed to 
counter Communist aggression 
and subversion in the area, 


A communique, issued after 
their ninth biannual meeting 
Thursday, said they unanimous- 
ly reaffirmed their support for 
the principles of collective secu- 
rity as exemplified by SEATO. 


“During the course of their 
deliberation, the military advis- 
ers considered the present 
threat to the treaty area,” the 
communique continued, 

“The military advisers 
structed the SEATO 


in- 
military 


planning office to further devel- 


op existing plans on defense of 


the treaty area. 

“The military advisers also 
expressed their satisfaction of 
the progress made in the devel- 
opments of standardization of 
agreement between the member 
nations. 

The communique added that 
as a result of the lessons 
learned during earlier defense 
exercises, the advisers “ap- 
proved a continuing schedule of 
exercises designed further to 
increase the SEATO combined 
military capability.” 

The next meeting was ar- 
ranged for Wellington, New 
Zealand, early in April 1959.

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Ist American Flag to Fly 
Over Edo Found in N.Y. 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A 
the City College of New York. 

The flag, of faded Japanese 
workers under the supervision 
first consul general to Japan. It 
contains 31 stars and measures 
4% by 6 feet. It was first borne 
into Tokyo, then known as Edo, 
in December 1857 and was used 
by Harris to dramatize his ar- 
rival into the city to negotiate 
what was to become a histori- 
cal treaty. 


Harris, who also founded City 
College, is credited as the diplo- 
mat who first opened the Japa- 
nese empire to foreign trade and 
culture. This year is the 100th 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Harris treaty of trade and amity 
between the U.S. and Japan. 

The original flag was carried 
at the head of Harris’ procession 
which had marched 100 miles 
from the tiny fishing village of 
Shimoda, where Harris had es- 
tablished the first American em- 
bassy some months earlier, to 
Edo. 

When he was first put ashore 
by the USSS San Jacinto in 1856 


he had with him an American 
flag which soon was torn to 
shreds by heavy winds and 


storms. Since another American 
ship was not due for months he 
ohtained the cooperation of the 
Japanese in the village of Shi- 
moda to provide a replacement 
When Harris retired as con- 
sul general in 1862 he brought 
the flag with him as an histor- 
ical relic. Some vears after his 
death it was presented to City 
College by his heirs. In 1921 
it was framed by students of 
Townsend Harris High School, 
the prep school for City College. 
When the school was closed 
in 1942, the flag disappeared and 
Was presumed to be lost. This 
summer while the college's 
alumni association was moving 
to a new headquarters from an 
old building, the flag was dis- 
covered in the attic, stored for 
safety behind some cabinets.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y¥. 
(AP) — The U.N.’s powerful 
Steering Committee Wednesday 

ostponed for 24 hours de- 
bate on whether it should rec- 
ommend Assembly considera- 
tion of admission of Communist 
Chima. 

The committee approved a 
big list of issues, including Al- 
geria, Cyprus, disarmament and 
control of outer space. 


Communist countries failed 
Wednesday night in a_ first 
effort to keep the U.N. General 
Assembly from debating the 
June execution of Nagy, Pre- 
Mier of Hungary in the 1956 
uprising. 

In all, the committee listed 
64 items for the agenda. 


Among those recommended 
by general consent included 
South Africa’s racial policies, in- 
ternational cooperation in outer 
space, ending nuclear weapon 
tests and the violence in Cyprus. 


The General Assembly can re- 
verse its Steering Committee, 
but the proposal to seat Red 
China has usually been the only 
one brought up again in the fuil 
Assembly. 


The greup voted down 4 
Romanian proposal that the 


election of a 25-nation disarma- 
ment commission be debated 
along with the general disarma- 
ment question in the Assembly's 
political committee before the 
Assembly itself takes up both 
matters. The vote was 10-4 
against with 6 abstentions. 


But Toru Hagiwara of Japan 
suggested that election of the 
commission be kept a separate 
item, as it was listed on the 
provisional agenda, and handl- 
ed by the Assembly in plenary 
meeting instead of first being 
referred to the committee.

Under the 
cumstances, Japan's agricultural!

designed to ease a serious situa- 
tion in the Near Bast. Signi- 
ficant agreement was agreed on 
three crucial points, 

First, states should respect 
the freedom, independence an‘ 
integrity of other states, and 
avoid fomenting civil strife: 

Second, the United Nations 
should buttress this pledge of 
noninterference in the Near 
Fast, and 

Third, United Nations meas- 
ures to ensure the territorial in- 
tegrity and independence of 
these countries would facilitate 
the earlv withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Lebanon and Jor 
dan. 

It is significant that the Arad 
nations of the Near East them- 
selves developed the agreed for- 
mula and thereby they assum- 


ed a major responsibility, If, 
through deeds, the words are 
given reality, there will be a 
new opportunity to promote 
political, economic and social 
welfare in the area. 

We are somewhat, but not 


wholly, reassured by the course 
of events thus far. It has seem- 
ed. practicable. In agreement 
with the President and Pres- 
ident-elect of Lebanon, to with- 
draw a second contingent of 
United States forces, 

Ajso, the United States expects 
to discuss with the new Presi- 
dent of Lebanon, soon after he 
takes office, a specific schedule 
for early withdrawal of the re- 
maining American forces. 

Our able secretary general, 
who has just visited the area, 
will shortly make his report and 
we hope it will indicate that 
the objectives of our resolution 
are being given practical effect, 
so that a schedule for early 
withdrawal of forces can be car- 
ried out. 


INFLAMMATORY PROPA- 
GANDA, I now turn to a relat- 


ed proposal made by President 
Eisenhower at the emergency 
special session, for monitoring 
of inflammatory propaganda. 
Inflammatory propaganda has 
been repeatedly condemned by 


this organization. Neverthe- 
less, it persists. 
One of the contributory 


causes to recent tension in the 
Near East was broadcasts from 
certain countries, inciting peo- 
ples of other countries to vio- 
lent acts against the established 
order. 

It is our conviction that meas- 
ures can be taken by the United 
Nations which will discourage 
such broadcasts. This will re- 
inforce the solemn commitment 
of states in the Near East to 
“respect the systems of govern- 
ment established in the other 
states and regard them as ex- 
clusive concern of those states.” 

One possibility is a United 
Nations monitoring system for 
radio broadcasts, from what- 
ever source, crossing national 
borders in the Near East. Such 
a system could have a salutary 
effect. 

If propagandists realized 
their words are being heard in 
this forum of the world, and 
being recorded here for future 
action, they might exercise 
moderation. I hope this As- 
sembly will consider this prob- 
lem. 

UNITED NATIONS PEACE 
FORCE—Another matter be- 
fore this session of the General 
Assembly is the possible crea- 
tion of a standby United Nations 
Peace Force. This was urged 
by President Eisenhower when 
he addressed us last month. 

The United States suggests 
the following points for con- 
sideration: 

1. We conceive of the Peace 
Force not as a combat force, but 
rather as a group that would 
observe and patrol, and by its 
very presence make visible the 
interest of the world community 
in the maintenance of tran- 
quility. Also, we believe that 
members other than the perma- 
nent members of the Security 
Council can most usefully con- 
tribute personnel. 

2. A small planning staff 
might be created within the 
secretariat to develop standby 
pians for calling into being, de- 
ploying and supporting such a 
Peace Force. 

oS. The planning staff could 
develop concrete arrangements 
to facilitate the implementation 
of a United Nations decision to 
employ such a Peace Force. 

4. The costs of the standby 
arrangements should be kept 
small, and that should be pos- 
sible if there is no force-in-being 
to be maintained. 

These arrangements make 
possible to bring together 
short notice a United Nations 
group to meet a need which 
has become evident over recent 
years. They would be an im- 
portant bulwark of the pacific 
settlement objectives of the 
Charter. 

DISARMAMENT—I now turn 
to measures which will advance 
human progress as well as the 
cause of peace. Most impor- 
tant is arms control to reduce 
risk of war and the cost of be- 
ing ready for it, 

Today, colossal sums which 
could be devoted to humf&n bet- 
terment go into armament, In

past months there has been a 
significant breakthrough on the 
arms control front. ; 

We have long urged that veri- 
fication techniques were essen- 
tial to any disarmament by 
agreement, We believe that govV- 
ernments must have a clear 
understanding of the practical 
capabilities of a verification sys- 
term. 

The USSR apparently has fin- 
ally recognized this principle in 
connection with a possible ar- 
rangement to suspend the test. 
ing of nuclear weapons. 


A technical concensus as to 
the necessary monitoring sys- 
tems has been reached by quali- 
fied experts of different nations. 
We hope now to begin to nego- 
tiate at Geneva a substantive 
agreement. We do this in ex- 
pectation that further arms con- 
trol arrangements will shortly 
come into effect. 

The General Assembly may 
desire, by appropriate resolu- 
tion, to give encouragement to 
the forthcoming negotiations. 

The best hope for progress in 
arms control now seems to rest 
in taking moderate but con- 
crete steps to reduce the 
dangers of war. 

[ recall that some months ago 
the USSR complained in the 
Security Council of Aretic 
flights of United States military 
aircraft. The United States 
denying that such flights had 
occurred, proposed the estab. 
lishment of an inspection zone 
in the polar regions. 

Such a zone would increase 
security because it would lessen 
the possibility of a great sur- 
prise attack across the top of 
the world. This beneficial pro- 
posal received wide acclaim and 
the world was shocked when it 
was vetoed by the USSR. 

In any event we will continue 
to press for worldwide measures 
to reduce the dangers of sur- 
prise attack. There is now a 
prospect that technical talks in 
this field may start in Geneva in 
November. 

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
—President Eisenhower at the 


recent emergency special ses- 
sion, made a significant pro- 
posal looking to more rapid 


economic growth in the Near 
East. The United States hopes 
that conditions in that area will 
lead to its effective fulfill- 
ment. 

Economic development is, of 
course, an aspiration shared by 
all peoples. In the newly in- 
dependent nations, and indeed 
in many long independert, 
there is a burning desire for 
economic and social progress, 
for higher levels of living, for 
freedom from the slavery of 
poverty. 

Much has been accomplished 
already: The American people 
admire the vigorous efforts of 
the leaders and peoples of less 
developed countries to help 
themselves, Yet much remains 
tu be done. 

The United States believes 
the time has come for the na- 
tions of the world to take stock 
of accomplishments to date and 
to chart anew long-term 
courses of cooperative action. 

We propose that the nations 
dedicate the year 1959 to these 
purposes. 

Let me mention some of the 
major steps that the United 
States would be prepared, sub- 
ject to action by Congress as 
appropriate, to take or support 
in the coming year: 

1. The United States will 
carry forward its existing devel- 
opment financial programs on 
a vigorous and effective basis. 

2. The United States will 
undertake increased efforts to 
emphasize the constructive role 
that private initiative can play 
in economic development. We 
hope that other nations will 
also explore these important 
pote itialities. 

3. The United States will 
consider how we might coope- 
rate with regional development 
programs, where désired by the 
countries of the region. The 
wish for a regional approach 
should be clearly manifested 
and supported by the govern- 
ments of the areas concerned 
and the advantage of a regional 
over bilateral approach should 
be evident. 

4. The United States will 
suggest that consideration be 
given to the advisability of 
increasing the capital of the In- 
ternational Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development and 
the quotas of the International 
Monetary Fund. 

5. The United States is pre- 
pared to consider the feasibili- 
ty of creating an International 
Development Association, as an 
affiliate of the World Bank, 
under conditions likelv to assure 
broad and effective support. 

6. The United States is ready 
to provide vigorous support for 
technical assistance. It will do 
so through its own programs, 
through the expanded technical 
assistance program of the 
United Nations, and through a 


substantial initial contribution 
to the new Special Projects 


Fund. This will greatly enlarge 
the technical assistance activity 
of the United Nations. 

7. The United States is pre- 
pared to enlist the assistance 
of our universities and scientific 
institutions, joining with those 
of other cooperating countries 
to achieve scientific and tech- 
nological breakthroughs on 
problems of particular concern 
to less developed countries. 

8. The President will seek 
funds from the Congress for 
health programs. . 

[ hope that other countries 
may during the coming year 
also chart long-term programs 
to assist etonomic growth, In 
thus paving the way for sound 
continuing action by many 
countries, 1959 could become a 
vear of outstanding initiative in 
the long-term process of eco- 
nomic growth. 

The great challenge of pover- 


tv and disease can only be met 
through vigorous realistic ac- 
tion. The United States stands 
ready to play its full part in 
this great peaceful crusade. 

The major obstacle to maxi- 
mum economic development is 
the ever present danger of di- 
rect or indirect aggression and 
the consequent staggering cost 
of armament and of collective 
security, 

Whenever there is an out- 
burst of military activity, as 
now in the Taiwan Strait, that 
ic a set back, not merely to 
peace, but to economic progress. 

The United States feels ob- 
ligated to devote to defense pro- 
grams some $45 billion a year, 
and that will lead us, this year, 
into a large budgetary deficit. 
Despite this fact we are deter- 
mined to move forward in this 
field of international economic 
development. 

OUTER SPACE—Major strides 
in man's conquest of his new- 
est and most exciting frontier, 
outer space, have taken place in 
the past year. How shall outer 
space be used? That is of in- 
tense interest and important to 
all mankind. We must make 
every effort to dedicate outer 
space exclusively to the con- 
structive pursuits of mankind. 


To this end, the United States 
in January 1957, proposed that 
interested countries seek to de- 
velop an international system. 
We recognize that the problems 
involved in establishing such a 
system are very complex. 


We cannot await a compre- 
hensive disarmament  agree- 
ment. Meaningful steps can 
now be taken at least to assure 
that the exploitation of outer 
space results in maximum bene- 
fit to humanity. 


Ten precious years were lost 
in the development of the 
peaceful uses of atomic energy 
before full international coop- 
eration was begun. We cannot 
afford a similar delay in this 
vast new dimension of human 
experience which offers perhaps 
an even greater challenge and 
opportunity than the splitting 
of the atom. 

The United States believes 
that the U.N. should take im- 
mediate steps to prepare for a 
fruitful program of internation- 
al cooperation in the peaceful 
uses of outer space. We sug- 
gest that a representative com- 
mittee be established to make 
the necessary preparatory stu- 
dies and recommendations. 

The United States is submit- 
ting to the Assembly a resolu- 
tion with the following signi- 
ficant operative paragraphs: 

“The General Assembly: 

“1, Establish an ad hoc com- 
mittee consisting of—and _ re- 
quests it to report to the 14th 
seneral Assembly on the follow- 
ing: 

“(a) The activities and re- 
sources of the United Nations 
and its specialized agencies re- 
iating to outer space; 

“(b) The nature of specific 
projects of international  co- 
operation in outer space which 
could be undertaken under 
United Nations auspices; 

“(c) Useful United Nations 
organizational arrangements to 
facilitate approval. As we reach 
beyond this planet, we should 
move as truly United Nations.” 

DOUBLE STANDARDS — I 
have discussed some of the cur- 
rent problems now confronting 
this Assembly. I should like 
now to refer to a major concern 
of the United States which 
stems from the fact that our 
membership seems sharply di- 
vided in its attitude toward this 
organization. 

Most members look upon the 
United Nations as a means to 
promote world order, and they 
are willing to adapt their na- 


tional policies to this great 
goal. But there are a potent 
few who participate in the 


United Nations only as it gives 
them an opportunity for maneu- 
vers which will advance their 
own narrow nationalistic pur- 
poses even at the expense of 
world order. Otherwise thev 
flout the United Nations. 

™ the Security Council, 8&5 
vetoes have been cast by one of 
the permanent members. In 
most of these cases the veto was 
the only negative vote and the 
vetoed proposal was objected to 
oniv because it would have in- 
terfered with some ambitious 
objective of the state in ques- 
tion. 

It is difficult to reconcile that 
conduct with the spirit of our 
Charter. 


In the General Assembly 
there is a similar pattern. Most 
of the governments represent- 
ed here give great weight to the 
recommendations of this As- 
sembly. But there are others 
which defy those recommenda- 
tions whenever they interfere 
with national policies. Hungary 
is an example. 

In consequences of this, there 
is no uniformity in the accep- 
tance and application of our 
Charter and our processes. 
There are two different stand- 
ards of conduct, 


The United States believes 
that this double standard is in- 
compatible with the basic pur- 
poses of our organization. It 
poses a challenge which we 
shall have to meet. 

A related concern is the ap- 
parent reluctance of some na-

tions to support those basic 
principles of the Charter which 
outlay aggression direct or in- 
direct. Our Charter by the 
first paragraph of the first 
article calls for “suppression of 
acts of aggression or other 
breaches of the peace.” 

This represents international 
law that all should recognize 
and all should seek to enforce. 


After World War |, the 
United States, like others, 
falled adequately to support 


world order. But during World 
War II and ever since, the 
United States had strongly sup- 
ported the concept. 


President Truman, speaking 
in April 1951, said, “If history 
has taught us anything, it is 
that aggression anywhere in 
the world is a threat to peace 
everywhere in the world.” And 
President Eisenhower, speaking 
last week, called upon us “to 
defend the principle’ that 
armed force shall not be used 
for aggressive purposes. Upon 
observance of that principle,” 
he said, “depends a lasting and 
just peace,” 

But the teachings of history 
tend to be forgotten. There is 
some evidence that we are 
forgetting them here. We have 
our Charter and our implemen+- 
ing resolutions, These, when 
adopted, clearly represented 
the will of the world com- 
munity, which this organiza- 
tion was prepared vigorously to 
support. 

But is that still the case? If 
not, that would mark the 
beginning of the end of this 
organization and its effort ‘to 
achieve world order and world 
peace. 

The United States as one of 
the great powers continues to 
stand ready to dedicate that 
power to world order, That is 
an asset which I suggest ought 
not lightly to be thrown away. 

CONCLUSION—The future of 
the United Nations, and indeed 
the prospect for the successful 
building of a peaceful world, 
depend upon the way in which 
al. of us here in this Assembly 
discharge the solemn obliga- 
tions of the Charter. We have 
two great purposes, which I! 
have discussed: namely, the 
maintenance of a just peace, 
and the development of human 
betterment in the world. 

We need to see more clearly 
that progress in raising living 
standards and in extending 
freedoms around the world is 
being held back because of ag- 
gressions engineered to advance 
the expansionist urgés of cer- 
tain countries. 

The treasures and energies of 
the nations are largely being 
directed into a tragic and vain 
search for armed security in a 
world in which aggression is 
not yet effectively outlawed. 
Every aggression is not only 8 
threat to the fragile barrier that 
stands between us and general 
nuciear war but also another 
setback for the aspirations of 
mankind. 

May we not hope that if the 
minds and efforts of govern- 
ments concentrate more fully 
upon the welfare of their own 
peoples and creative tasks of 
universal import, the issues 
that divide the world may fade 
away, and the cold war become 
a thing of the past. 

For peace and progress are 
inseparable,
